To the layman, it says, the 
task of providing a war revenue is seem- 
ingly an ordinary affair. 

Tirades against the debates and the 
bills In Congress are to be heard from 
the self-appointed critics in streetcars, 
on street corners, in almost every pub- 
lic place. It is not so easy to the finan- 
ciers of the Government. They begin 
at the beginning and are immediately 
made to realize that it is not so easy as 
it looks. 

The man who knows all about what 
should be done, without stopping to con- 
sider what the Government is trying to 
do, does not allow his mind to be occu- 
pied with such superfluities as trying to 
lad oat what there is to do. War reve- 
nues means to provide funds to conduct 
the Government as if on a peace basi9 
and la addition to meet the expense of 
maintaining the country on a war foot- 
ing. Jnst to obtain a slight idea, think 
of raising #30,«X),000 a month to meet 
the expense of keeping the Navy in such 
a shape as to be useful as well as orna 
mental. Add to this 13,000,000 pay of 
the additional soldiers every month and 
*500,000 more for the additional officers. 
Try and estimate what It costs to feed 
an army of 260,000 men. Then get a 
railroad map and figure the cost of 
transportation from place to place. 
Coant the cost of horses and mules pur- 
chased at an average price of *150 each 
for the officers, cavalry, artillery and 
supply wagons and the cost of the 
maintenance. The value of harnei 
saddles and bridles may be guessed at in 
reaching a conclusion. Let the criVca 
consider that It costs not less than 
to uniform and equip each of the 280,- 
000 men in the field and— well, about
